ands of voters in a score of towns and 
boroughs of Bradford county took a 
partial holiday yesterday to give to 
GUford\Pinchot, Washington 
party 


nominee^ for United States sena- 
tor, a seftes of the most enthusiastic 
greetings he has thus far received in 
Ms tour of thev'*\ate. 


Starting at Canton, in the south- 


western part of the county, where he 
was joined by the Washington party 
candidates for congress and the legis- 
lature in this district, he traveled with 
them to Say re, which is within speak- 
ing distance of New York state, and 
then to the southeastern section of the 
county, where he wound up the day 
with an open-air mass meeting here. 


All along this route, extending more 


than 100 miles in actual travel, busi- 
ness was temporarily suspended while 
employes of shop, mill and factory 
crowded around Mr. Pinchot to shake 
his hand and wish him success in No- 
vember. 


Frederick W. Taylor, chairman of 


the Washington party county commit- 
tee Frank E. Wood, secretary; Dana 
R. Stephens, Washington party nomi- 
nee for congress in the fourteenth dis- 
trict, and Herbert Landon and Harry 
E. Chase, nominees for the legisla- 
ture, made the trip. 
, 


The first stop was made at the of- 


fice of the Swayze Advertising com- 
pany where the party was greeted by 
nearly fifty employes. 
Visits were 


then paid to the plants of the W. W. 
Gleckner & Sons company, the Belmar 
Manufacturing company and the H. S. 
Sheldon Manufacturing company. 


At each place Mr. Pinchot made a 


short address, telling the voters he 
was in the fight to drive Penrose out 
of political life.andasking for their 
assistance. He was heartily cheered 
when he explained the absence 
of 


William Draper Lewis.by telling them 
Doctor Lewis, had gone to meet the 
greatest man in the world, Theodore 
Roosevelt, at Oyster Bay. 


Greets Railroad Men 


Former State Senator Edmiston in- 


troduced the voters to Mr. Pinchot 
and the other candidates at Milan. 


The party reached the railroad 


•hops at Sayre just as the men were 
returning to work after their noon 
meal. As they hurried into the shops 
the men grasped Mr. Pinchot's hand 
and told him they hoped he would be 
elected. They displayed much inter- 
est in Mr. Pinchot's declaration that 
he was in favor of a workmen's com- 
pensation bill that would be a real 
aid to the man who toils. 


He also won hearty applause every- 


where when he told the crowds that 
one of the first things the Progressive 
party intends to do is to cut the price 
of anthracite coal, for which the trust 


' charges two or three times more than 


It should.

vaiiia this fall. Now while we are at 
it let us not stop at driving out the 
big rat, Penrose. 
Let us also drive 


out all the little rats." 


Applauded by Women. 


At the Hotel Packard one of the 


most enthusiastic welcomers of Mr. 
Pinchot was Mrs. Frederick W. Tay- 
lor, wife of the county chairman. Mrs. 
Taylor is president of the Woman 
Suffrage League in Canton. With her 
were Mrs. F. H. Trippe, Mrs. G. E. 
Newman and Hiss Jeannette Landon, 


also active workers in the suffrage 
cause. 


When Mr. Pinchot told them he 


was heartily in favor of votes for wo- 
men he was enthusiastically applaud- 
ed by the women and men alike. 
At 


nearly every sloping place there were 
women in the crowd and Mr. Finchot 
told them all of his interest in their 
case. 


At Alba, Lawrence G. Manley, for- 


mer member of the legislature, head- 
ed the reception committee. 


At Troy, where Charles N, Groome, 


a Washington party county commit- 
teeman, was in charge of the recep- 
tion, Mr. Pinchot made a hit when he 
told the crowd that if Dr. Brumbaugh 
had not enough courage to come out 
again! t Penrose he would not t'irn 
against the man who gave him the 
Republican machine nomination in 
case he should be elected. 


During his speeches at all the stops 


Mr. Pinchot emphasized the fact that 
he asked support not only for him- 
self, but for the entire Washington 
party congressional and legislative 
tickets. 


L. M. Piatt and Eaton Bonney, of 


West Burlington, had their residences 
draped with flags to which were ap- 
pended pictures of Lewis and Pin- 
chot. 


County Committeeman S. B. Hall.of 


Burlington, had a. reception commit- 
tee gathered in front of T H. Camp- 
bell's store when the Pinchot party 
arrived. 
Across the street hung a 


big flag, while pictures of the Wash- 
ington party candidates were seen in 
almost every window.

county seat. He was introduced by

The 
Democratic county committee was 
just adjouring its session, and many 
of committeemen listened attentive- 
ly to Mr. Pinchot. When he had con- 
cluded speaking, they asked to be in- 
troduced to him. 


A feature of the reception at To- 


wanda was the declaration by Charles 
Passage, a Towanda music dealer, 
that he had known the Pinchot family 
in Pike county for sixty years, and he 
hotly resented the charge of the Re- 
l»i.b I nn machine followers that Mr. 
finrhnt VMS a "squatter." 


Pottersville's committee, headed by 


Judson A. Murphy, greeted the Pin- 
chot party. At Leraysville, John V. 
Keator, editor of the Eastern Brad- 
ford Times, was on the reception com- 
mittee. 
On the way to Stevensville, 


Mr. Pinchot stopped to greet Mrs. H. 
U. Jones, who had two big flags fly- 
ing on her lawn. W. J. Roe was in 
the receiving party at Wysox, and C. 
F. Simons introduced Mr. Pinchot at 
Myersburg. 


The party reached Rome late and 


then went to Orewell. 


Mr. Pinchot delivered one of his 


best speeches of the day in Camp town 
on the lawn of Herbert 
Landon, 


nominee for state representative. Mrs. 
Landon had invited 
many women 


neighbors to meet Mr. Pinchot, and 
they aplauded vigorously 
when he 


told them he ,was heartily in favor of 
votes for women. 


He said: "If the ladies could vote 


this year there would be no doubt 
about the result of this campaign. 
Even as it is, I do not think there is 
any doubt that the Washington party 
candidates will win." 


County Chairman Taylo- said to- 


night that in his contact with the vot- 
ers throughout the count} he had yet

Roosevelt in 1912 who was not going 
to support t he entire Washington par- 
ty ticket this fall. 


VALUABLE ORES 


Mine Production of Copper in Penn- 


sylvania in 1913 is Small. 


According to H. D. McCaskey, of 


the United States Geological Survey, 
no production of gold, silver, lead, or 
zinc has been reported from the mines 
of Pennsylvania for many years, but 
there has been annually a production 
of copper yielding small quantities of 
the precious metals in refining There 
are copper prospects in Adams and 
Franklin counties but tAe greater part 
of the output has been obtained from 
copper ores separated from magnetic 
ores of the Cornwall iron mine, in Le- 
banon county. 
v The production of copper in Penn- 
sylvania in 1913 amounted to 503,792 
pounds, valued at $78,088, compared 
with 473,060 pounds, valued at $78,- 
055, in 1912.

WMtni Mir tot T. R.'s Sup- 
port If He Rspidlates braes. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 27.—Charles 


Dnell, Jr., who has been the interme- 
diary between Charles Whitman and 
Colonel Koosevelt, made an early call 
at Sagamore Hill and had another talk 
with Mr. Roosevelt about the district 
attorney's candidacy for governor. 


After the conference neither Mr. 


Duell nor the colonel would hint at toe 
result of their talk, but Colonel Boose- 
velt reiterated his statement that be 
will indorse no gubernatorial candidate 
who does not openly break with toe 
Barnes machine before the primaries. 


This, of course, means Mr. Whitman 


and means as well that if Mr. Whit- 
man had come out against the Barnes 
organization be might have secured 
Colonel Roosevelt"s support 


Toe impression is constantly gaining 


weight here that there is a strong like- 
lihood of Colonel Roosevelt running 
for governor himself. He said that he 
had managed to convince a few Pro- 
gressive leaders that he will not be a 
candidate, but that his statements 
that he will not ran have not been 
taken seriously by most of them. 


Despite Mr. Roosevelt's strong de- 


nunciation of Mr. Whitman as a 
Barnes ruled candidate, 't is not con- 
sidered entirely unlikely here that If 
Mr. Whitman will repudiate Mr.

STATE'S TWIN EVILS 


Declared by Fred Squires to be Pen- 


rose and Ram. 


Sayre, Pa., June 26—That the Pen- 


rose Republican organization and the 
liquor interests of Pennsylvania are 
twin factors of political corruption in 
the state, and that if one is eliminat- 
ed the other will also fall, and that 
rotes for women would be sure to ac 
eomplish that result, was the mes-

Salem, Mass., June 27.—With nearly 


balf the city reduced to smoldering 
heaps of ruins, Salem began to search 
for its dead. The fire had burned It- 
self out 


With the coming of daylight and the 


first concerted efforts to learn the con- 
flagration's toll of death, at 'east six 
persons are known to have lost their 
lives. 


Of tbe six three were Identified. 


They were: Miss Mary Fifbe, a nurse; 
Mrs. 
Edward McGlond, Mrs. Sarah Ab- 


bott 


The other bodes were found in spots 


where the ruins had cooled sufficiently 
to allow tbe searchers to begin their 
work, but they were so badly burned 
that tbey could not be Identified. 


The fire swept portion of the city la 


a mass of fallen walls and tangled 
wires. The ruins were still hot and 
smoldering. 


Orders were Issued by Colonel Graven 


of the Eighth infantry that no one can 
go through the fire lines without a 
special permit from him or some blgbei 
official. More than 500 victims of tin- 
fire were cared for at the almshouse. 
where tbey were given sandwiches aiul 
coffee.^ 


Ex-Mayor John F. Fitzgerald of 


Boston made arrangements to fetd 
hundreds of the destitute families 
Through tbe help of eight-year-old £s 
ter Trenbloyad, whom he used us an 
interpreter, be rounded up some 1,500 
families, consisting of 7,000 people. On 
Forest River park, South Stilem, they 
were served with doughnuts and hot 
coffee. 


Relief Work Hurriod. 


Secretary of State Donahue was in

Hundreds 
of refugees were fed at the armory. 
Doughnuts, coffee and sandwiches were 
Iwuded out to all who applied. 


lp the midst of disaster, with sor- 


row and distress around them, tbe 
first nailing cries of many newborn 
babies were beard In Salem 
Several 


of these were born, opening their ejes 
in strange places and wild scenes. 


There was no time to send for physi- 


cians and no time to go to hospitals 


Tbe daintily prepared* cradles were 
doomed never to be used. 
Several 


were born at midnight on the common, 
and a number again in the Broad 
street cemetery, where their first cra- 
dle was a headstone. 


When one child was bom on tbe Sa- 


lem common former Mayor John F. 
Fitzgerald of Boston heard the news 
and, going to the scene, took mother 
nud child tn his automobile to a hos- 
pital. 


The burned district followed the lines 


of a rough semicircle, three miles in 
length and varying In width from half 
a mile to a mile and a half. 


Tbe costly residences of tbe wealthy 


and tbe tenement houses of laborers 
had been devoured Impartially by the 
flames, and rich and poor shared alike 
in the discomforts which followed 
There was no adequate shelter avail- 
able In Salem for the throngs so sud- 
denly forced to tbe streets, and. al- 
though the more fortunate residents 
hospitably opened their homes to as 
many as possible, and public buildings 
were transformed into dormitories, a 
steady stream of men, women and 
children passed during the night over 
the bridge to Beverly. Similar relief 
measures were undertaken in that city, 
but even there many remained out of 
doors all night 


BOARD WILL MAKE 


FREEJXAMINATION 


of Dogs Muled With Rabies 


or Hydrophobia 


The following letter from the state 


veterinarian, Dr. C. J. Marshall, will 
be of interest td Clearfield people as 
it deals with a subject which has been 
accorded considerable attention in this 
section the past few months—hydro- 
phobia or rabies. 


On account of a spread of this 


disease, several general quarantines 
have been ordered, and the following 
letter was sent out in explanation: 


"Rabies is a disease that affects all 


warm-blooded animals. In man it is 
called hydrophobia. Recently a child 
died showing clinical symptoms of 
hydrophobia, the head of the dog that 
bit the child had been submitted to 
the labratory of the board, a diagno- 
sis positive of rabies established and 
the interested persons notified. The 
Pasteur treatment was recommended 
but it was not administered. 
Expos- 


ed animals were dstroyed or quaran- 
tined.

dies or is destroyed, suspected of be- 
ing affected with rabies, is severed 
from the carcass near the shoulders, 
promptly forwarded to the labratory 
of the State livestock Sanitary board. 
39th streets and Woodland avenue, 
Philadelphia, plainly marked with tbe 
name and address of the sender, a 
careful examination will be made and 
a report submitted free of coat. AH 
positive cases are investigated by the 
board and exposed animals destroyed 
or placed under quarantine. General 
quarantines are established only when 
all other methods have failed to cheek 
the spread of infection hi a given lo- 
cality.

of copper yielding small quantities of 
the precious metals in refining There 
are copper prospects in Adams and 
Franklin counties but tAe greater part 
of the output has been obtained from 
copper ores separated from magnetic 
ores of the Cornwall iron mine, in Le- 
banon county. 
v The production of copper in Penn- 
sylvania in 1913 amounted to 503,792 
pounds, valued at $78,088, compared 
with 473,060 pounds, valued at $78,- 
055, in 1912.

Salem, Mass., June 27.—With nearly 


balf the city reduced to smoldering 
heaps of ruins, Salem began to search 
for its dead. The fire had burned It- 
self out 


With the coming of daylight and the 


first concerted efforts to learn the con- 
flagration's toll of death, at 'east six 
persons are known to have lost their 
lives. 


Of tbe six three were Identified. 


They were: Miss Mary Fifbe, a nurse; 
Mrs. 
Edward McGlond, Mrs. Sarah Ab- 


bott 


The other bodes were found in spots 


where the ruins had cooled sufficiently 
to allow tbe searchers to begin their 
work, but they were so badly burned 
that tbey could not be Identified. 


The fire swept portion of the city la 


a mass of fallen walls and tangled 
wires. The ruins were still hot and 
smoldering. 


Orders were Issued by Colonel Graven 


of the Eighth infantry that no one can 
go through the fire lines without a 
special permit from him or some blgbei 
official. More than 500 victims of tin- 
fire were cared for at the almshouse. 
where tbey were given sandwiches aiul 
coffee.^ 


Ex-Mayor John F. Fitzgerald of 


Boston made arrangements to fetd 
hundreds of the destitute families 
Through tbe help of eight-year-old £s 
ter Trenbloyad, whom he used us an 
interpreter, be rounded up some 1,500 
families, consisting of 7,000 people. On 
Forest River park, South Stilem, they 
were served with doughnuts and hot 
coffee. 


Relief Work Hurriod. 


Secretary of State Donahue was in

row and distress around them, tbe 
first nailing cries of many newborn 
babies were beard In Salem 
Several 


of these were born, opening their ejes 
in strange places and wild scenes. 


There was no time to send for physi- 


cians and no time to go to hospitals 


Tbe daintily prepared* cradles were 
doomed never to be used. 
Several 


were born at midnight on the common, 
and a number again in the Broad 
street cemetery, where their first cra- 
dle was a headstone. 


When one child was bom on tbe Sa- 


lem common former Mayor John F. 
Fitzgerald of Boston heard the news 
and, going to the scene, took mother 
nud child tn his automobile to a hos- 
pital. 


The burned district followed the lines 


of a rough semicircle, three miles in 
length and varying In width from half 
a mile to a mile and a half. 


Tbe costly residences of tbe wealthy 


and tbe tenement houses of laborers 
had been devoured Impartially by the 
flames, and rich and poor shared alike 
in the discomforts which followed 
There was no adequate shelter avail- 
able In Salem for the throngs so sud- 
denly forced to tbe streets, and. al- 
though the more fortunate residents 
hospitably opened their homes to as 
many as possible, and public buildings 
were transformed into dormitories, a 
steady stream of men, women and 
children passed during the night over 
the bridge to Beverly. Similar relief 
measures were undertaken in that city, 
but even there many remained out of 
doors all night 


BOARD WILL MAKE 


FREEJXAMINATION 


of Dogs Muled With Rabies 


or Hydrophobia 


The following letter from the state 


veterinarian, Dr. C. J. Marshall, will 
be of interest td Clearfield people as 
it deals with a subject which has been 
accorded considerable attention in this 
section the past few months—hydro- 
phobia or rabies. 


On account of a spread of this 


disease, several general quarantines 
have been ordered, and the following 
letter was sent out in explanation: 


"Rabies is a disease that affects all 


warm-blooded animals. In man it is 
called hydrophobia. Recently a child 
died showing clinical symptoms of 
hydrophobia, the head of the dog that 
bit the child had been submitted to 
the labratory of the board, a diagno- 
sis positive of rabies established and 
the interested persons notified. The 
Pasteur treatment was recommended 
but it was not administered. 
Expos- 


ed animals were dstroyed or quaran- 
tined.

dies or is destroyed, suspected of be- 
ing affected with rabies, is severed 
from the carcass near the shoulders, 
promptly forwarded to the labratory 
of the State livestock Sanitary board. 
39th streets and Woodland avenue, 
Philadelphia, plainly marked with tbe 
name and address of the sender, a 
careful examination will be made and 
a report submitted free of coat. AH 
positive cases are investigated by the 
board and exposed animals destroyed 
or placed under quarantine. General 
quarantines are established only when 
all other methods have failed to cheek 
the spread of infection hi a given lo- 
cality.
